Increased the Appropriation. 

The Georgia senators succeeded today in 
getting the members of the senate public 
buildings committee to agree to increase 
the amount for the new custom house and 
postoffice at Brunswick from $50,000, as pro- 
vided in the house bill, to $75,000. Congress- 
man Brantley believes that this will give 
Brunswick a very handsome public build- 
ing, ample for the present and future needs 
of that city. 

The Americus Postoffice. 

The senate committee on postoffices has 
submitted a favorable report on the nomi- 
nation of Solly Smith as postmaster at 
Americus. Smith’s confirmation was fought 
by some of the republicans down there on 
the ground that he was a populist, Lut the 
testimony of leading citizens was that the 
affairs of the office had been splendidly 
handled since he has been in charge there. 

Colonel Goodyear in Washington. 

Colonel Goodyear, of Brunswick, reached 
here today and will probably go before the 
senate committee on rivers and harbors to- 
morrow in the interest of the proposition 
to so amend the rivers and hartLors bill as 
to provide for an extension of the con- 
tracts with Colonel Goodyear for the work 
on the Brunswick bar, placing the future 
work, as well as the present, in his hands. 

Brunswick Harbor Work. 

General J. Floyd King is, it is understood, 
responsible for the change made in the 
Brunswick item in the river and harbor 
bill. As the bill passed the house, Colonel 
Goodyear’s work over the outer bar at 
Brunswick is given the indorsement of the 
committee and house by an extension of the 
time in which to secure the depth of water 
provided in the existing legislation. The 
law as it stands gives him only until June 
3d, of this year, to secure these depths, and 
the new bill extends the time until June 3, 
1900. This makes it possible for Colonel 
Goodyear to earn $90,000 more under his 
existing contracts, and if he meets with the 
same success that has attended his efforts

This was done last summer. 

While the bill as it passed the house is 
not as favorable to Colonel Goodyear, be- 
cause the provision for future work is 
stricken out, it probably means the ex- 
penditure of a good deal more money at 
Brunswick than would have been expended 
under the original plan. The estimate made 
by the engineer in 1891 of $2,700,000 indicates 
the scope of the work which will be done 
at Brunswick according to the :deas of the 
war department officials. It is a magnifi- 
cent indorsement, not only of the work 
that has been done at Brunswick, but of 
Brunswick itself. Congressman Brantley, 
who is interested because Brunswick is not 
only his district, but.is his home, has been 
untiring in this work in the interests of the 
port, and as the result of this the com- 
commendation, Chairman Burton 


mittee regarded this improvement as pecu- 
liarly meritorious, and he used Mr. Brant- 
ley’s figures showing the increase of busi- 
ness at Brunswick to substantiate his state- 


ments. 
Other Georgia Matters. 

The other items in the rivers and hatbors 
bill in which Georgians are purticularly in- 
terested stand unchanged from the figures 
presented in the bill as it was reported. 
Savannah gets $50,000 for the maintenance 
of her harbor, and the bill passed in 189% 
is amended so as to permit the secretary 
of war to construct the steamboat channel 
between Beaufort and Savannah by the 
way of route No. 1 instead of route No. 2. 

Ten thousand dollars goes to Darien un- 
der the continuing improvement there. 

Seventy thousand dollars goes to improv- 
ing Doboy bar, according to Captain Car- 
ter’s plans. ts 

The Altamaha river gets $6,000 under the 
continuing improvement. 

The Chattahoochee river gets $50,000, of 
which $15,000.may be applied to the building 
or purchase of a dredge boat to be used 
on the Chattahoochee, Flint and Appalachi- 
cola rivers; and $10,000 is to be applied to 
the survey of the river between West Point 
and Franklin. This is an inferesting fea- 
ture to Atlanta, because some day there 
will be put in, as a result of this survey, 
improvements on that portion of the river 
which will result in making it navigable as 
far up as Atlanta. 

High Percentage for the Flint. 

Wihile the item in the bill relating to the 
Flint river seems to carry an appropriation 
of only $5,000, it in reality figures out a total 
of $15,000, or the full amount of the esti- 
mate made by the engincers. In addition 
to the $5,000 cash there is an unexpended 
balance of $2,500. The engineers recom- 
mended that the river by given $15,000 to 
keep up the work there, but that half of 
it goes toward the construction of a dredge 
boat to be used on the Flint and Chatta- 
hoochee. Provision is made in another 
paragraph, however, for the construction 
of a dredge, the whole of its cost being 
taken from the appropriation made for the 
Chattahoochee. So, while the Flint item 
carries only $5,000 of the new appropriation 
it in reality foots up $15,000, or the total of 
the estimate of the engineers, which is a 
higher per cent than is usually attained. 

The Ocmulgee gets $20,000 under the con- 
tinuing improvement, with a total of $136,- 


000 more to be expended in the future; but 
how soon is not said.

The entire range country has been favor- 
ed with a wind which has drifted the snow 
before it, had a chance to pack and the 
range has thus been uncovered sufficiently 
to furnish food for cattle and sheep. 

Had it not been for this wind losses from 
cold and lack of food would have been 
heavy.

B. Cassidy, of a coal agency representing 
eleven mines, says that to his knowledge 
there is not a coal supply that will tast 
longer than twenty-four hours in any town 


in Kentucky. 
Mines are all flooded and it:is impossible 


to get coal. 

The temperature in this city is 8 below 
zero and getting steadily colder. Only 
one coal yard has coal and its supply is 
limited. If the present weather continues 
much loss of life from freezing to death is 
looked for. — 

The Poor Suffer in Indiana. 

Indianapolis, Ind., February 8.—The cold- 
est weather of the winter was experienced 
here today. At 8 o’clock tonight it is 5 
degrees below zero with indications for 
much colder weather by morning. i 

Because of low eas pressure there is much 
suffering in the poor quarters of the city. 

Vegetables Killed in Florida.

Details of Night Engagement 

Last evening as the Filipinos at Caloo- 
can were evidently massing for a night at- 
tack upon the American left wing, com- 
‘panies B, C and I of the Twentieth Kansas 
infantry, were ordered to attack and drive 
the sharpshooters from a bamboo jungle 
in frdnt of the tiring line, where they had 
Caused considerable annoyance all tho al- 
ternoon, The battalion charged brililantiy, 
driving the enemy like chaft and penetrac- 
ing to the very heart of Caloocan. 

First Ldeutenant A. C, Alford, as cabled 
last night, was Killed while leading his 
company. He was shot in the sorenead. 
Bergeunt Jay Sheidon, company I, was se- 
Fiously Wounded. Privates Daniel Newitt 
(Mealitt), Kurnest Fritz, John Gillilan and 
two others, members of company b, were 
slightly wounded. 

Thirty dead Filipinos were counted in 
the OSrush, and there were many ‘more 
wounded, The gunboats Concerd and Cai- 


the Concord dropping ‘many shells in tne 
tewn with telling eftect. In order to avoid 
accidents from this source, General Otis 
Was compelled to recall the Kansas battal- 
jon after burning the outskirts of Une town. 
Wither the shells of the American war- 
ships or the natives themselves fired a 
number of buildings within tne town limits. 
Presumably this was the result of the shell- 
Jng. No further attempt to attack during 
the night was made by either side, 
Admirable Order at Manila. 

The Spanish papers generally comment in 
favorable terms upon the admirable order 
maintained in Manila. The Union Iberica 
Bays: 7 

We are satisfied that the Americans, 

‘who are for the greater part volunteers, 

fought coolly and with perfect discipline, 

though without intrenchments at the 
various points defended, and demon- 
strated the spirit which animates them. 

The Filipinos, who are accustomed to 

fight in trenches and with guerilla meth- 

ods, fought bravely, but with less pre- 
cision and regul@rity. 


The situation today is practically un- 
changed. The American line has not been 
appreciably extended and the troops gen- 
erally are taking much needed rest. Re- 
connoissances show that the Filipinos are 
in force ig the villages of Pasig and Pa- 
ranque, probably 7,000 men at the latter 
place within strong fortifications. All is 
quiet along the line as this dispatch is 
filed, at noon. “4 


AGONCILLO MAKES CHARGES. 


AGENT DECLARES OTIS WAS OR- 
DERED TO PRECIPITATE FIGHT. 


Juan Luna Reaches Montreal with an 
Unknown Filipino and Refuses 
To walk. | 


(Montreal, February 8.—Juan Luna and an 
unknown Filipino arrived this morning. 

Luna is stopping at the Windsor hotel, 
but the unknown went to the Albion. Luna 
said that he had simply come to visit his 
friend, Agoncillo, and refused to talk 
further. 

. Agoncillo was seen and asked about his 
cablegram to the junta in London. He ad- 
mitted that he had sent such a telegram, 
and intimated that they were in a posi- 
tion to prove that General Otis had been 
ordered to bring on a conflict so as to force 
the peace treaty through the senate. 

He said he was being kept pretty well 
posted on whatever was being done against 
his country. 

Agoncillo said further that since war 
had been declared it would never be stopped 
till the Americans made overtures for 
‘peace. They would be willing, however, to 
have a mutual conference. The principal 
reason why they opposed American rule 
was that from what they hhad seen up to 
now of the American soldiers the Filipinos 
would simply be slaves. He says-he has 
sent six telegrams to Washington, and 
has not yet received a single reply. 


AGUINALDO’S INFLUENCE GONE. 


Belief Prevails in Washingotn That 
| Leader’s Sway Is Destroyei. 


Washington, February 8.—There was an 


almost complete release today of the ten- 
sion under which the rapid occurrence of 
events in the Philippines has held the offi- 
cialis of the administration since the first 
startling news from Manila Saturday nigrt. 

This was brought about through the re- 
ceipt of a bulletin from Genera] Otis sum- 
ming up the latest results of the fighting 
he has had with the natives. 

The statement that Aguinaldo’s influence 
had been destroyed and the Filipino leader 
was seeking for a cessation of hostilities 
and for a conference was most acceptable 
‘and was interpreted as an admission that 
he had realized his terrible mistake. It is 
entirely improbable that he will be able 
to restore anything like the status quo or 
to obtain anything like the same terms as 
were possible last week. 

No one there kn just what General 
Otis intends to impose in the way of terms. 
Gecretary Alger this afternoon repeated his 


statement of yesterday that he had given 


the general no instructions since the battle 
- ‘and saw no reason for giving any. He real- 
ized, he said, that General Otis being on the 
‘ground and having proved his fitness, was 
in Detter position to deal with the situation 
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than any one in Washington. Should the | 


general ask permission, therefore, to do 
anything he would be granted permission 
immediately. 

“Should he ask for instructions on any 
‘point,’’ said Secretary Alger, “the will be 
told to exercise his own discretion.” 

In this view of the case, it will be seen 
that no one here can tell at present how 
General Otis will act toward Aguinaldo’s 
application. But the opinion is expressed 
by men here who know General Otis’s ex- 
perience with the Indians that he will make 
the laying down of arms the condition of 
dealing with the insurgents at all, and if 
that condition is met, of course it will 
mean a speedy termination of the rebellion.

JUDGE DEFIES THE NATIVES 


A General Slaughter Was Expected When 
Malletoa Was Announced King, 


THE NATIVE KING 1S RESCUED 


British Sailors Behaved Splendifly. 
American Consul, Mr. Osborne, 
Takes Refuge at the Eng- 
lish Consul’s 
Home. 


San Francisco, February 8.—The steamer 
Moana arrived from Samoa today bringing 
full details of the recent outbreak at Apia 
to the Associated Press from its corre- 
spondent at that place. 

He writes that while Chief Justice Cham- 
bers was holding the claims of the rival 
candidates for the kingship Mataafa 
natives, who were numerically stronger, 
were openiy supported by the German offi- 
cials an@ the entire German population be- 
gan to talk of immediate war in case the 
decision went against him, and the iife of 
the chief justice was openly threatened by 
one of the chiefs. 

The three consuls agreed to issue a propc- 
lamation putting the chief justice and his 
residence under the protection of the treaty 
powers. 

For some reason the German consul 
broke his word and declined to do so. The 
British and American consuls. thereupon 
issued a proclamation and hoisted their 
national flags over the residence of the 
chief justice December 3lst. The chief jus- 
tice decided Mataafg was ineligible for, 
election and that Malietoa Tanus was 


‘king. The American and British consuls 


immediately recognized the new king. 
Slaughter Was Imminent. 
The decision was received with ominous 
silence by the natives. If the two 
parties had effected a junc 


ered, but darkness came and the fighting 
ceased. During the night the Malietoa peo- 
ple sought refuge in boats and were hud- 
died together under the guns of the Por- 
poise. 

After the retreat from the Tivoli to the 
mission it was found that King Talu had 
been left at the Tivoli. Captain Sturdy and 
Consul Maxse went to the hotel and 
brought the king safely back. 

It was a brave deed, and although the 
rescuers were fired upon repatedly they es- 
caped without damage. 

The British sailors under Lieutenant 
Caunt behaved splendidly. They held their 
fire for a direct attack, which never came. 
The American consul, Mr. Osborne, and 
family took refuge in the British consulate, © 
which was closely guarded by British gail- 
ors. By the flight of the Malietoa men to 
the Porpoise the rebels were left in abso- 
lute possession of the town. ) 

All the Samoan houses were looted and 
burned. White men’s houses were invaded 
and searched for Samoan property. Trees 
were cut down, crops were spoiled, dogs 
and horses taken away and boats either 
stolen or destroyed. In this extremity, the 
consuls, the president and the jeading Mu- 
taafaian chiefs came to an agreement to 
preserve life and property and to keep or- 
der. 

Provisional Government Approved. 

A provisional government, with the pres- 
ident as executive head, was approved by 
all consuls pending the settlement of the 
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whole question by their respective govern- 
ments. , 

The British and American consuls agreed 
to this provisional arrangement, with the 
understanding that it was in nowise to af- 
fect the Berlin treaty or any official of the 
powers or any office under it, and that the 
Maletoa people who had been taken abroad 
the Porpoise should be allowed to go to 
their homes, their arms being retained on 
the Porpoise, | 

The first act of the provisional govern- 
ment, however, showed the fixed determin- 
ation of the German officials to assume an 
ascendancy in Samoan affairs. 

By public notice the provisional govern- 
ment abolished the supreme court, and then 
decided that the president was the acting 
chief justice, and that Chief Justice Cham- 
bers no longer held office. They seized 
the supreme court and placed new locks on 
all the doors, — 

Chief Justice Chambers and the British 
and American consuls issued a proclama- 
tion that the court would be opened by him 
as usual in the morning. 

Captain Sturdy, of the Porpoise, gave no- 
tice that if any resistance to the opening 
of the court by Chief Justice Chambers 
was offered the Porpoise would open fire 
on the town. Captain Sturdy also appealed 
to the German captain for assistance with- 
out avail. Mataafa, upon receiving Stur- 
dy’s ultimatum, withdrew his armed guard 
from the courthouse, and on January 7th 
the chief justice, with a guard of twenty- 
five men, landed. 

The chief justice and the two consuls 
walked to the courthouse, and after an 
exciting colloquy with the German officials, 
Chambers ordered the door broken in with 
a sledge hammer. The session of the court 
was then held, Three cheers for the chief 
justice and the British and American consuls 
were given by the British and Americans 
and the crowd dispersed. 

Allis now quiet and so far as fighting is 
concerned, is so up to date, 

Fighting Expected Soon. 

Everything points to another fight among 
the natives, however,at no distant day. Part 
of the Mataafa people are dissatisfied with 
the looting and deportation of the chiefs 
and are now talking of uniting with the 
(Malietoa faction. 

During the fighting between the natives 
Mataafa’s party lost thirteen killed and 
fourteen wounded, and the king’s party lost 
four killed and eight wounded. 
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INDIAN BILL PASSES SENATE. 


PETTIGREW WANTED ANNUITIES 
RETURNED TO SIOUX, 


Senate Confines Its Time Largely to 
the Consideration of Routine 
Matters. ‘oe 


Washington, February 8.—The senate con- 
fined itself largely to the transaction of 


routine business today. 

The Indian appropriation bill, which has 
been pending for several weeks, was com- 
pleted and passed. The legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation Dill was 
taken up, but after twenty-four pages of 
it had been disposed of, it was laid aside for 
the day. 

Mr. Pettigrew, of South Dakota, presented 
an amendment to the bill, his measure fdr 
the restoration to the Sisseton and Wahpe- 
ton bands of Sioux Indians of their an- 
nuities. This question has been before the 
senate for several years. | 

Mr. Allison made a point of order against 
the amendment that it wag new legislation 
and had no place on an appropriation bill. 
The chair sustained the point of order, 
holding that the amendment undoubtedly 
was new legislation, and as such, was ob- 
noxious to the rule. The bill was then 
passed. 

Appropriation Bill Called. 

Mr, Cullom called up the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill «nd 
its consideration was begun.

efforts to advance the bills favorably act- 
ed upon in committee were blocked.

Washington, February 8.—Private infor- 
mation is had in Washington to the effect 
that Duke D’Arcos; formerly Spanish min- 
ister to Mexico, is likely to be designated 
by the Madrid government as its minister 
to Washington, to exchange the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of Paris. 

‘uke D’Arcos would be thoroughly ac- 
ceptable to the administration, not only 
because of his personal ability, but on ac- 
count of his alliance with an American 
family—the Lowerys, of Connecticut. 
Duchess D’Arcos, wha is a daughter of 
Archibald Lowery, of Connecticut, was a 
society belle in Washington before her 
marriage, 

It is recalled that immediately after the 
departure of DeLome, Duke D’Arcos and 
his wife were visiting Washington, and the 
duke was afraid that the would be designa- 
ted as minister, a post. he did not care to 
accept because of the impending war. His 
friends here say that he would now be 
willing to return, He was secretary of the 
Spanish legation here before transferred to 
Montevideo several years. 

A high official says that the president 
has not considered the question of the ap- 
pojntment of a successor to General Wood- 
ford as minister to Spain, but the desirés 
to send a representative to Madrid the 
moment the ratifications are exchanged. 

The Spanish cortes several months ago 
authorized the queen regent to cede sover- 
eignty over Cuba, Porto Rico, Guam and 
the Philippines, and the treaty did not 
necessarily have to, be presented to that 
body, but Sagasta has determined to con- 
voke the body, apparently to secure a vote 
of confidence in the government rather 
than for any other reason. It is hoped 
that the Madrid government will promptly 
settle the matter. 

Until the Spaniards act, the Filipinos will 
remain subjects of Spain, and while this 
government will not be much embarrassed 
by the distinction, it cannot make repre- 
sentations to China, Great Britain and 
France, which would prevent the shipment 
of arms and ammunition from the Asiatic 
continent. All that can be done is to ap- 
peal to the good will of these nations and 
rely upon the vigilance of the American 
men of war. ~

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LIFE CRUSHED OUT BY TRAIN 


Young Mark Stewart Meets with a 
Horrible Death. 


WAS SON OF LATE G. B. STEWART 


Accident Occurred. at 2:30 O’Clock 
Yesterday Afternoon and He Died - 
at 1 O'Clock This Morning. 


Little Mark Stewart, aged eight years, 
son of the late G. B. Stewart, and nephew 
of J. M. Stewart, was mangled by a freight 
train at Oakland City, near the Arna Dill 
Institute, yesterday afternoon shortly after 
2:30 o’clock, and this morning at 1 o’clock 
he died from the injuries he sustained. 

The place where the boy was injured is 
just beyond the city limits, on Lee street, 
and the Grady hospital ambulance was 
summoned. The physician in charge at 
once discovered that there was no chance 
for the recovery of the young boy, and it 
was decided to take him to his mother’s 
residence, on Gordon street, West End, 
rather than to the hospital. 

Physicians and surgeo ere summoned 
at once and everything possible was done 
to keep the boy alive, but /without avail, 
and he died after hours of suffering. His 
mother is prostrated over the accident. / 

It was difficult to obtain details of the ac- 
cident, as few eye-withesses were found, 
It is known, however, that two freight 
trains were passing, one coming into the 
city and the other leaving. 

In moments of consciousness young Stew- 
art said he heard no whistle. The cow- 
catcher of one of the trains caught him, 
shoving him 100 yards along the track. One 
of his legs was broken, his skull was mash- 
ed in, while he sustained terrible bruises 
on many portions of his body. 

He was picked up by the train’s crew and 
cared for until the arrival of the ambu- 
lance. It was discovered at once by the 
physicians and surgeons, after the house 
was reached, that there was no hope and 
efforts were made only to prolong his life 
and alleviate his suffering. 

Arrangements haye not as yet been madé 
for the funeral. The announcement will be 
made tomorrow morfing.

Dr. Adams was one of the best known 
ministers in the state, having been for 
more than forty-three years a member of 
the north Georgia conference. His en- 
feebled condition, resulting from old age, 
forced him to resign his last charge, which 
was at Conyers, and he went to St. Louis 
to be with his children. He died there 
shortly after his arrival.

ward is secured. Few ple realize to 
what extent the hospital has> 
last few years, and with an adc 
few colored wards it will be one 3 
best equipped in the south. It is thought 
that many.of the colored people will con- 
tribute to this movement, as it is mainly for 
their interest that the donation is being 
made. The city haS many well-to-do citi- 
zens who are able to contribute to this 
cause and it is expected that they will do so. 

The hospital officials say that they have 
secured endowments for four rooms and 
fifteen beds, local parties having volunteer- 
ed to supply and maintain the same in- 
definitely as memorials to deceased rela- 
tives. This puts the hospital on a splendid 
basis, and it is hoped by the officia's that 
the citizens will help them along in the 
new movement in securing the $1,500 neces-

TUG SINKS AT SAVANNAH.

Quitman, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)—Sol 
Hardea, a respectable negro, said to fs 
ninety-six years old, died and was buried 
yesterday. Although he had lived more 
than twenty years more than the three 
score and ten years allotted to man, he 
did not die a natural death, but was the 
victim of an atrocious murder. 

It seems that the-oid negro, who lived 
on the plantation of Mr. B. R. Hutchinson, 
had a cow stolen some time ago and sus- 
pected Jade Williams, Charley Osgood and 
Willie Osgood, all colored, as the thieves.

He lingered 
on for several days and some hopes were 
entertained of his recovery, but Sunday he 
began to sink and yesterday he was brought 
into town and taken to the office of Drs. 
Matthews & Matthews, but he was so ex- 
hausted by the trip that he died while be- 
ing examined. ‘ 

Sheriff A. J. Conoly would make a Pink- 
erton man ashamed of himself on a case 
of this kind, and he went to work on it 
at once. Near the spot from which the 
shot was fired he found a piece of s:ews- 
paper which had been used for wadding, 
and on searching the house of Jade Wil- 
liams he found the paper from which it 
ha@ been torn, and on this and other evi- 
dence he set out to find the negro. 

Other negroes got wind of this and went 
to warn Williathns, but Sheriff Conoly was 
too quick for them and Williams is now 
behind the bars awaiting his trial.

WAR COMMISSION 
TO REPORT TODAY 


President Will Receive Document at the 
White House This Morning. 


MILES AND SHAFTER CRITICISED 


Board Will Report That No Chemicals 
Were Used on Beef. 


THE BEEF SCANDAL JIS  EXPLOBED 


The Findings of the Commission on the 
Whole Will Be Mild and Crimi- 
nals Will Doubtless Escape. 


Washington, February 8.—The war inves- 
tigating commission has now completed its 
labors and its,report will be in the hands 
of the president tomorrow. 

The report of the commission is a vol- 
uminous document of.150 printed pages. 
The report makes an important feature of 
the beef issue and dismisses as a general 
proposition the charges fthat have been 
made against the beef furnished the army. 


It finds, it is understood, that most of the 
beef was such as could be properly fur- 
nished as emergency rations, pointing out 
that the evidence showed it never was in- 
tended to be anything but an emergency 
ration. It says there were only two wit- 
nesses who really testified against the beef, 
General Miles and Major Daly. 

Evidence of Experts Offset. 

As .to the testimony of these two wit- 
nesses, the commission, it is understood, 
goes on to point out the mass of evidence 
submitted to the contrary as offsetting this 
testimony. As to such of the canned beef 
as was found to be objectionable, the com- 
mission points out the effect of the tropical 
climates in producing liquefaction of the 
fat in the meat and the consequent render- 
ing of the contents unpalatable. 

Most of the beef, though, is found to have 
been satisfactory for emergency use where 
fresh beef or beef on the hoof could not be 
procured. The strictures of General Miles 
made public on the beef and his public ex- 
pressions in other ways are understood to 
be subjected to severe criticism. 

The methods and manner of loading the 
transports in General Shafter’s Cuban ex- 
peditiog are also discussed and responsi- 
bility y. the results. 

The report finds that the statements of 
chemical] treatment made by General Miles 
on the authority of Major Daly, are not 
borne out by the chemical experts who 
were also placed on the stand. It quoted 
from Major Daly’s testimony and then takes 
up the testimony of the Chemists Clerk of 
the geological survey and Bigelow, of the 
argicultural department, who examined 
analysis of the beef submitted and finds 
that as chemical expert Major Daly is not 
supported by other chemical authorities, 
and that therefore his testimony is regard- 
ed as not worthy of credence. There are 
also said to be some recommendations as 
to the organization of certain branches of 
the army, but, it is stated, the recommen- 
dations are not radical. 

Officials Did Everything Possible. 

As to the administration and conduct of 
thé war, the conclusions of the commission 
are understood to be that everything possi- 
ble was done by the department in the 
limited time that it had at its command in 
making its preparation forthe war, and the 
report says that the conduct of the war not 
only ‘worked out in the end successfully, 
but in such a way as to be worthy of great 
commendation. 

The report says that the evidence before 
the commission shows that Secretary Alger 
exercised proper diligence and supervision 
and that his subordinates also were efficient, 
experienced and faithful. The commission 
is a unfit on its report and there is no mi- 
nority report. 

At the outset the commission devoted it- 
self to sub-committees for the separate con- 
Sideration of designated branches of the 
main subject of inquiry. These sub-reports 
will be added to the principal statement of 
conclusions handed to the chief executive.

Sugar Refinery and a Cotton Factory 
for the Magic City. . 

Waycross, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)— 
Waycross stands a fair chance of securing 
an extensive sugar refinery and cassava 
plant, as well as a $100,000 cotton factory. 

Judge Joseph Tillman, of Quitman, and 
former editor of The ‘Waycross Reporter, 
is here as the advance agent of a wealthy 
eastern syndicate desirous of establishing 
a $125,000 sugar refinery, and some Georgia 
capitalists who wish to build a cotton fac- 
tory. 

Waycross is the center of a large area 
of territory which fs peculiarly adapted to 
the growing of sugar cane, and no more 
suitable location could be secured for the 
plant. It is a well known fact that south- 
ern Georgia sugar cane produces the finest 
sirup in the world, and that when once a 
demand is created for it and our farmers 
find a ready market for their sirup, an 
immense crop would be grown. In two 
years’ time the crop would be increased to 
£00,000 barrels of sirup. 

By this new process it can readily be 
converted into the finest grades of sugar. 
One gallon of sirup will make seven pounds 


at present prices about 38 cents. After 
paying say 20 cents per gallon for the sirup 
there would still remain a handsome profit 
for the refinery. Judge Tillman says five 
product of the plant in question will be 
about 50,000 pounds of sugar per day. 

In connection with the manufacture of 
the sirup into sugar of the different grades, 
the judge thinks cassava may also become 
an important industry, as a demand will 
be created for it.

Claims of State Legislatures. 

On November 8th last Hon. Mahlon 
Pitney, of New Jersey, was elected to 
represent his district in the lower 
branch of congress. Since that time 
he has resigned the high -commission 
thus bestowed upon him in order to 
enter the upper branch of the legisla- 
ture of New Jersey, believing that he 
could serve thé interests of his fellow 
citizens more acceptably at home than 
in Washington. 

In taking this course Mr. Pitney has 
emphasized the vital importance which 
attaghes to the enactment of wise meas- 
ures in the legislatures of the different 
states. Unhappily there has sprung 
up in recent years the notion that the 
best talent which the country produces 
must not be circumscribed within the 
narrow limits of state legislatures, but 
if there is one forum which more than 
another demands the ripest experience 
and the purest statesmanship in its 
councils, that forum is the legislature of 
the state. From this source come the 
laws under which the people of the 
state immediately five, and consequently 
none but the best men in each communi- 
ty should be entrusted with the enact- 
ment of such measures. In foregoing 
the opportunities offered him in the na- 
tional councils of the government in 
order to enter the senate of New Jersey, 
Mr. Pitney has strikingly reaffirmed the 
claims which state legislatureg hold up- 
on the patriotism of individual citizens. 

But the example of (Mr. Pitney in this 
respect is not without illustrious prece- 
dents in the past history of the govern- 
ment. Some of the most distinguished 
of American citizens have not consid- 
ered it beneath their dignity to do like- 
wise. On the list of senators and con- 
gressmen who have condescended to ac- 
cept seats in jstate legislatures after 
achieving national reputations are Jo- 
siah Quincy, Daniel Webster, Joseph 
Story, Caleb Cushing and N. P. Banks, 
of Massachusetts; Thomas Jefferson, 
James Madison and James Monroe, of 
Virginia; Alexander Hamilton and 
George Clinton, of New York; Hannibal 
Hamlin, Eugene Hale and ‘William Pitt 
Fessenden, of Maine; Jacob H. Galling- 
er, of New Hampshiré; Solomon Foote, 
of Vermont: Charles J. Ingersoll, of 
of 
Maryland; Thomas F. Marshall, Henry 


, Clay and John J. Crittenden, of Ken- 


tucky; John Bell, of Tennessee, . and 
others. In this connection it is of in- 
terest to note that three of the members 
of the present general assembly of 
Georgia are ex-congressmen, viz, Hiram 
P. Bell, of Forsyth; ®. W. Everett, of 
Polk, and ‘Morgan Rawls, of Effingham. 

Of course in the national councils of 
the government there is need of the best 
talent which the country can furnish, 
but in the legislatures of the different 
states likewise there is need of this 
same Aualificat ion. 


Government Ownership. 

Occasional inquiries come to The Con- 
stitution as to whether government own- 
ership of railroads is feasible. 

One such inquiry has just been re- 
ceived from a gentleman in Atlanta who 
accompanies the question with a request 
for information as to whether such own- 
ership has ever been tried. It is sing- 
ular that a question of this sort should 
ever be asked in the state of Georgia, 
in the light of the fact that for over 
half a century we have ourselves owned 
one of the most important railroad lines 
in the union. In connection with the 
operation of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, to which reference is made, all 
those problems which are so freely 
asked about government ownership has 
been met and solved. In the first place 
the ownership by the state government 
has no more interfered with the politics 
of the state than does the ownership 
of postal facilities affect the’ politics 
of the United States. The road has 
at all times been conducted upon strict 
business principles, declaring dividends, 
satisfying the demands of the public 
along its own line, meeting,the require- 
ments of connecting lines and in every 
way doing its work as smoothly, as ac- 
ceptably and ag easily as any railroad 
which is under private management. 

The Constitution might go one step 
further, and say that owing to the state’s 
ownership of the Western and Atlan- 
tic road no fortune has ever been lost 
through the deterioration of its stock 
and no manipulator has ever been able 
to sell it out in a night, bringing about 
panic and confusion. Thus out of gov- 
ernment ownership, we have . had 
a railroad fully equipped and operat- 
ed, acceptable to the people, perform- 
ing its duty as a public carrier and all 
of this free from the entangling devel- 
opments of those whose only purpose is 
to kite railroad properties and to ruin 
one set of men concerned in. their owner- 
ship for the benefit of another and dif- 
ferent set. 

The story as to how Georgia became a 
railroad owner and as to the success 
which has attended that ownership is 
one of peculiar significance. Finding 
the necessity for a direct connection with 
the west and having a call upon no large 
moneyed interests, the people of Georgia 
got together and resolved that as a 
business benefit to the whole state, a 
railroad should be built which should 
pierce its way to the west and open up 
communication with the country atross 
the mountains. The work was under- 
taken in the same manner in which it 
would have been approached by an indi- 
vidual. Competent officers were select- 
ed, through whom contracts were given, 
and the work done had to pass careful 
inspection so that it should be fully up 
to the standard. Thus within the min- 
imum of cost and with no attendant

Was a hew one for a state government 
to undertake, and was accompanied with 
many trials, from which experience alone 
could relieve the people. The bare of 
politics did creep into its management 
as long as it was operated solely as an 
appendage of the governor’s power of 
patronage. ' 

When Joseph E. Brown became gov- 
ernor of the state his business eye was 
quite as keen as hig political optic, and 
he conceived the plan of making the 
road earn its way in the ordinary way 
of business. This was the first real 
attempt to give the road a business man- 
agement while still holding political 
connection. As to the success which 
such a venture would have, it is im- 
possible to speak, because the war came 
in to break up all calculations, and the 
road became a mere military highway. 
After the war was over it may well be 
imagined that the income and patronage 
of a great railroad was too much for 
the carpet baggers to resist, so that in 
a few years its management became a 
public scandal. Once more Joseph E. 
Brown came into prominence, for the 
purpose of trying to save this valuable 
property for the state of Georgia, and 
through his influence an act was framed 
whereby, under proper safeguards and 
restrictions, the road was to be leased 
for a term of years. : 

Then began, that valuable experience 
which has demonstrated That it is pos- 


sible for the state to own and make a 


good return out of large property of pub- 
lic utility, even where it would be un- 
advisable for the state to attempt to 
manage it through mere political agents. 
Under the lease act, care was taken that 
the rights of the business public and of 
the people at large should be safe- 
guarded, and that connecting lines at 
both ends shoild be treated with perfect 
impartiality. Under this management 
for twenty years the-road was operated 
successfully for its lessees, satisfactorily 
for the general public and financially to 
the benefit of the people of Georgia, who 
received promptly every year $300,000 
of dividends to be applied to purposes 
of state. So well grounded became the 
belief of the people in government own- 
ership, exercising control through bus- 
iness agencies, that when the twenty- 
year lease expired, a new and longer 
lease at $420,000 a year was made, and 
this is the method under which that 
road is at present operated. 

The lesson of all this fs that it is per- 
fectly feasible for the state and for 
municipalities to own large properties 
which have passed beyond the arena of 
private enterprise, and which take on 
the character of public utility. That 
ownership, however, must be made free 
from political dictation, and for this pur- 
pose the state gives the highest satsfac- 
tion to the people and obtains the best 
results from its investments, while steer- 
ing clear of political manipulation and 
scandal, by putting up its property un- 
der public safeguard for public compe- 
tition, and holding those who secure it 
to a strict accountability for all their 


acts.

The: interesting news comeg from 
across ‘the pond that religious issues 
are about to precipitate themselves into 
the political world of our cousins. 

The two factions in the clureh of 
England are still fighting for supremacy, 


‘and claim alike the allegiance “of the 


people and the influence of the politi- 
cian. One element holds strictly to the 
original tenets of the.church which for- 
bid anything like the detail which is 
dear to the traditions of the Catholic 
church. The other is extremely ritual- 
istic, adopting many of the customs 
prevalent in the church of Rome, and 
advocating a like extension in all of the 
church services. So warm has the con- 
flict waxed and go vital is it considered 
by both of the parties thereto, that it 
is being made an issue in political con- 
tests, and a candidate before the people 
must avow his sentiments before he of- 
fers for office of any kind or degree, 

Under this painful manner of conduct- 
ing affairs, the whole religious system 
seems in imminent danger of disinte- 
gration. ‘It looks as if the solution 
of the whole problem lies in the very 
simple plan of those with broad church 
tendencies affiliating with the sect 
which makes a point of this simplicity 
in ceremonial observances. Those who 
admire the ritualistic extremes can 
readily find them in other religious de- 
nominations whose sole aim and custom 
is in this direction. There is really no 
necessity for this blatant and insistent 
hurrah about such a plain matter, 

Religion has never flourished when 
dashed with the unwholesome cordial of 
politics, and the participants in this con- 
troversy are nearing the point when this 
truth will be apparent. They may, more- 
over, be much nearer the stage where 
this realization will come too late.

-Editor Constitution—My attention has 
been called to an editorial in Tuesday’é 
Constitution headed “Greek and Gravy.” 
The students of domestic science are not 
aware of any antagonigm between Greek 
and gravy. It is an acknowledged fact 
that the women of the finest literary cul- 
ture and the highest education are today 
the most accomplished housekeepers, The 
fact that a woman can compound delicate 
gravies and delicious sauces does ngt dis- 
qualify her for conjugating the most diffi- 
cult Greek verbs. A woman may be able 
to detect and classify bacteria and mi- 
crobes and stil] “after the cares of the 
day ure done” be able te discuss intelli- 
gently with her husbang territorial] expan- 
sion, our complications in the Philippines 
or municipal] reforms. 

Like The Constitution, I fail to under- 
stand why special training in that line of 
work which of necessity nearly every wo- 
man is compelled to do should unfit her for 
the highest education. The thorough stu- 
dent of domestic science must have the 
very highest education. She must know 
chemistry, the jaws of hygiene and sanita- 
tion and physiology, and must understand 
much of medicine and architecture. 

There seems to be a misconception in the 
public mind as to what domestic science 
really means, Cooktne and cleaning are 
but the alphabet of this important science. 
As we cannot study English literature un- 
til we have learned to spell, so cookiog 
and cleaning are the beginnings, but not 
the end, of domestic science. Would any 
husband and father prefer that his wife 
should read Greek while the. seeds of diph- 
theria ere developing in his child because 
the mother was so ignorant of the laws of 
Sanitation that she did not know that 
sewer gas was poisoning her household 
or that the hot air flues were diffusing foul 
air from a neglected cellar? I suppose that 
a father has a right to choose between 
Greek and health, but I belfeve that God 
wil hold a woman responsible for the 
lives committed to her care, and she must 
guard both health and morals. A woman 
well trained in domestic science knows 
that the furnishings of the home has a 
moral influence upon the inmates, and so 
she is careful] about the pictures, the bric- 
a-brac, the decorations of her house, real- 
izing how far art will help to mold char- 
acter. 

Since many women must earn their liv- 
ing, it is right that we should teach our 
girls stenography, bookkeeping, etc., but 
since every woman expects some day to be 
mistress of a home, ought they to be al- 
lowed to meet the most serious issues of 
life—the care of children and the health 
and happiness of home—in utter ignorance 
and with no specia] training for there du- 
ties? 

Let women study Greek if they will and 
read Tolstoi and Ibsen. Let them calculate 
eclipses and paint pictures and write books, 
but do not let them neglect to study the 
matters which pertain to every day life 
ignorance of which must mean disease and 
death. 

Let the public, too, understand that do- 
mestic science does not mean either cook- 
ing or housekeeping, but it is a knowledge 
of every science which helps to solve the 
problems of daily living. A science which 
makes woman more womanly.

the Products Into Billions—Colonel Tompkins’s Story 


° 


About Two Ends of a Stick—The Lesson 
Brought Home to Us. 


The more the possibilities of the cotton 
country are considered the greater grows 
the loss which our people suffer by not tak- 
ing advantage of them. 

The foreign exports of raw cotton during 
the past year, for instance, were valued at 
$232,000, 000. 

If this cotton had been manufacteured 
into fabrics, making it worth 3 cents per 
pound instead of five, it would have brought 
into the country $1,392,000,000. 

In other words, we have thrown away by 
our failure to make the most of that which 
is within our grasp the immense sum of 


$1,160,000, 000. 


It was no wont han, that when speak- 
ing upon the condition of the cotton mar- 
ket the other day, Mr. D. A. Tompkins, of 
Charlotte, N. C., said: 

‘We have been whittling on one end of 
our stick longe enough, and it seems to me 
that we should begin to whittle some on the 
other end as well.’’ 

Mr. Tompkins is one of these men who do 
the thinking in one generation for the ben- 
efit of the one to come after. Looking over 
the field of production, he can see at a 
glance where lies the cause of our present 
poverty, and wherein may be discerned the 
promise of future prosperity. The south, 
in years past, has been conscious of the 
possession of the most money-making crop 
in the world. There never yet has come a 
year, nor will it ever come, when cotton 
will not find ready sale. The only trouble 
connected with it will be the price which 
may be obtained for it. There is not a sec- 
tion of the world in which the people may 
not, if they choose to do so, feed them- 
selves. That food may not be as palatable 
as that which may be obtained by purchase 
elsewhere, but it @will be always life-sus- 
taining and sufficient to guard against 
want. But the area in which cotton is rais 
ed is limited, and cotton will, at all times, 
be the cheapest and the readiest textile 
fabric, and is hence in demand to meet the 
wants of increasing civilization. 


Hitherto the peoula of ‘the southern states 
af America have had a monopoly of the raw 
cotton production of the world. Competi- 
tion has arisen in this crude state of the 
business, and the effect has been felt. 
Skilled and intelligent Jabor cannot be 
maintained on the same terms as is that 
of serfs and slaves. Hence we must con- 
tinue to supply the cotton, making up by 
intelligence what we lose by price, which 
imposes upon us the necessity of expert 
education and a resort to manufacturing. 
It has already been demonstrated that the 
field upon which the cotton is raised is the 
one upon which it should be manufactured. 
The day was when our cotton had to be 
taken to England in order to undergo that 
operation of skill, out of which the billions 
of dollars was made, while we were satis- 
fied with the two or three hundred millions 
which came to us for the mere.raw product. 
Under the changed conditions which are be- 
coming more and more apparent, we cannot 
afford the extravagance of shipping our 
Taw product thousands of miles away to 
the miller, when our own sons can run the 
mill fully as well. It is out of such a con- 
dition as this that we can take the figures 
already quoted of $232,000,000 coming to the 
south for raw material for which foreign 
operators have paid, and made a clear 
profit of $1,160,000,000!

It may be stated here that it is an error 
to call this added value a clear profit, but 
nothing is further from the case. Every 
dollar which a community can place in the 
pocket of one of its workers is a dollar 
made, and is profit for that community, as 
well as wages for the man who earned it. 
It is idle to talk about an agricultural com- 
munity, no matter what price it may re- 
ceive for its raw product, being successful 
in the prosecution of a single crop. In order 
to provide against disaster of the elements 
or weakness in the market as regards the 
one article, all the others which are poSsi- 
ble to be raised should be cultivated in due 
proportion, and some of them would be cer- 
tain to strike the margin of profit. It is 
only the large staple crops which can find 
profitable exportation, therefore there 


should be a local demand for all the minor 


crops. That suggests the necessity of home 
consumption. If the men, therefore, who 
have earned this $1,160,000,000 which comes 
out of the manufacture of raw material, 
were living here, they would have to spend 
it immediately for food and drink and 
clothing, furnisheing a market for the sale 
of every other crop imaginable. If, for in- 
stance, the Sumter county farmer, who has 
his ten bales of cotton to sell, found a mar- 
ket at the same time to sell corn, bacon, 
potatoes and vegetables generally, to the 
men who are at work all the year in con- 
verting this cotton into fabrics, would this 
condition not be wonderfully improved, and 
would not Sumter county bloom and blos- 
som with all of the wealth which is now 
carried off to feed the 5,000,000 cotton opera- 
tives of the Lancashire district?

There was a time when the south had 


‘promise of being the manufacturing dis- 


trict of the United States, for it is less than 
seventy years ago When the contest was up 
to decide the question of commercial su- 
premacy. At that time Mr. Hayne was 
the leader of the progressive movement of 
South Carolina, which looked toward rail- 
road connection with the great west. The 
people of the south Atlantic states were 
greatly interested in the development of 
manufactures, but unfortunately owing to 


political manipulation, they were switched | 


from the track and went into exclusive ag- 
riculture, while the more wideawake citi- 
zens of the far northeast, leaving exclu- 
sive agriculture to the south, took up the 
question of small manufactures and carried 
it forward until they became the mechani- 
cal manipulators who made the money 
which came to skill out of the raw products. 
furnished by the unskilled labor of the rest 
of the union. That the south existed at all 
through this period was due simply to the 
wonderful vitality of the crop of which she 
had a monopoly and not to the statesman- 
ship of the men who shaped public affairs. 
It was providence overkind that did the 
work, and not the men whose minds were 
emgaged in sage poktical disquisitions. 
Among the men who are now. giving an in- 
telligent leadership to southern industry 
none stands more prominenf than Mr. 
Tompkins, whose views have already been 
alluded to.

During the past five years, while raw 
cotton has been figuring below the cost of 
production on the old method, it may be 
claimed that the manufactured article was 
equally unproductive, and hence that if they 
had been united, we would have had a 
double pauperism to deal with. An ‘nves- 
tigation of the facts will show that this is 
not the case. One year agu the writer had 
occasion to visit the eotton manufacturing 
districts of New England, and there the 
full story was developed. The New Eng- 
land mills were glutted with gools for 
whick they could find no profitable market, 
and yet the strange anomoly was presented 
that while these mills were passing divi- 
dends, curtailing their labor force and in 
other wavs economizing. the mills of the 
southern states were ali declaring dividends~ 
and inewreasing instead of decreasing their 
Outpuis. It was simply the development 
of the law of nature, which had been vio- 
lated by the planting of the mille in New 
England instead of on the source of supply 
in the coticr. field. During the sixty or 
seventy years past in which New England, 
owing to the shortsighieidness of the south, 
took advartagse of the demand for ‘nanu- 
factured goods, they have -nade immense 
fortunes. But with the restoration of ccm- 
mon senee in commerciai dealings, the wa- 
ters have resumed tlieir level and the fields 
of the south have been fixed upon as the 
natural places for the mianufacture of the 
co.ten product.

The discussion of this- question is for the 
purpose of arousing the attention of ai- 
ness men to the part which they could play 
in the development of our locul resources. 
The farmers have their part to do, Which 
has been fully elucidated in these columns. 
The first duty of every farmer should be 
to establish a home in the midst of his 
‘farm, and no matter how humble that 
home may be, it* should be the center 
around which all of his energies should 
gather. Society, enjoyment and enlight- 
enment should be found among the mem- 
bers of that household. They can bring 
themselves into communion with the best 
which the world has to give through good 
books and magazines. The less they have 
to do with cities, the best for them, The 
presence of a family of this kind on each 
side of the farmer jin question is worth to 
him as much as the original value of his 
land. This is a fact which fg as true in 
the country as it is in the city. Starting 
out thus to have a home, to live in it for 
himself and his children, to be as one in 
the development of that blessed circle, 
his next and Closest duty is to raise imme- 
diately around that house évery article 
which may be need for food during the cur- 
rent year, and enough to carry him over 
into the harvesting of the following crop. 
Coincident with this, the family should 
develop skill enough to do the most of 
its own manufacturing. It will not do to 
Say that such and such an article can 
be bought in town for such a price, and 
it is easier to buy it than to make it. Such 
an excuse for idleness will not stand a 
single moment. If a member of the family 
cannot make $10 a day let him try to make 
1 cent. Let him do something rather than 
be idle, .

Being thus provided with home, clothing, 
food and the urgent necessities, then comes 
the surplus crop, and there is no use de- 
nying that the principal part of that sur- 
Plus in a cotton growing country is in the 
raising of the product peculiar thereto. 

Even in such a community 4s this, organ- 
ized upon its best basis, there will be those 
Who do not think. An enterprid@ing man 
can always make his best surplus by sup- 
plying brain for those who do not seem to 
know that they have one of their own. 


With the farmers thus at work, with in- 
dustry ruling on every hand, with no idle- 
ness for the one cause or the other to be 
found anywhere, it becomes the duty of 
the business men to set in motion the 
wheels of industry, so that the avenues of 
work may be enlarged and that a consum- 
ing class’ will be on hand to take up every- 
thing raised by the producer. The factory 
operator who handles the bobbin in the 
cotton mill becomes a consumer of the di- 
versified products of the cotton raiser, The 
suggestion which may be made that all 
of this sounds very well on paper will sim- 
ply come from the man who is too indolent 
to try it, but to the man who hag but. to 
look around him to see the truth of what 
has been written it will come as an in- 
spiration, and it is only in the increasing 
numbers of such Individuals that we may 
look for that improvement which will build 
up our country and make of it, not only 
the clothier, but the grocer and the general 
furnisher as well as the raiser of raw 


cotton.

Oplnion Is That Refusal Should Not Be

WHAT PROMINENT PEOPLE THINK OF IT 


President HE M. Mitchell Says the 
Young Men’s Library Is Anxious 
To See Public Library and 
Tells What Association 
Will Do. 


The citizens of Atlanta are a unit In the 
ardent belief that the municipal corpora- 
tion cannot afford to refuse, and will not, 
thhe $100,000 offered by Andrew Carnegie for 
the building of a public library here, 

Representative men declare that of all 
things a public library is what Atlanta 
most needs. They say the offer of the 
great steel manufacturer is a boon—a pub- 
lic windfall, the knocking of Dame Fortune 
at the city’s gates—and to decline the fund 
would .be little short of criminal. 

The benefit that would accrue to the ¢ity 
from the establishment of such an institu- 
tion would be almost inestimable. The cit- 
jes of the south have never been able to 
afford the people such advantages of this 
sort as are enjoyed by the people of the 
north and west, and so the mass of the 
people of the south, the working classes, 
are not nearly so well read and well in- 
formed as the working classes of the other 
sections. Travelers have noted this la- 
mentable fact and commented upon it, and 
now to these people who thaye been crying 
for more education and educational fa- 
cilities is offered a gift of the finest of 
educational institutions. The city fathers 
are disposed to show no hesitation as to 
what their action will be. They are going 
to grasp the opportunity and hold it fast. 

The directors. of ‘the present library are 
more than anxious to supplement Mr. Car- 
negie’s $100,000 with another $100,000 in prop- 
erty and cash. Indeed, they are moving 
more actively than any one else to assure 
the city’s acceptance of the millionaire’s 
proffered gift. 
every member of the library’s board of di- 
rectors to see the institution amplified and 
made free to all, and they are willing, even 
at the cost of the annihilation of the pres- 
ent institution, which represents thirty 
years of accumulation, to do all that lies 
within their power to accomplish this re- 
sult.

Representative Men Say the Opportunity Is One the City Fathers

It is the hobby of nearly 


The people of the town ought always 
hold in grateful remembrance the name 
of the philanthropist who has made the 
magnificent offer and of Walter M. Kel- 
ley, his agent, through whose earnest 
effort the library needs of Atlanta were 
first called to Mr. Carnegie’s attention. 

As a matter of fact, discussions as to 
the establishment of a free public cir- 
culating library in Atlanta have been g0- 
ing on for several years among the 
members of the iibrary’s board of direc- 
tors. Such a project has been dear to 
the ‘hearts of all of us. Our ambition 
has been to establish such a library in 
this city, and we have been willing to 
surrender the valuable assets of our as- 
sociation, accumulated by the earnest 
efforts of our members and friends dur- 
ing the last thirty years, to accomplish 
this much desired end. The Young Men's 
Library owns the beautiful piece of real 
estate on which the present building 
stands, having purchased it at a cost of 
$40,000. The present collection of books 
is worth probably $50,000, and we have 
$10,000 in money—assets worth in all 
$100,000. We are not only willing to turn 
all this over to assist in the establish- 
ment of a free public library, but we 
are anxious to do 80. 

The object of the present association 
thas been to furnish library advantages 
to its members and to the public, and 
while the work so far as we have been 
able to carry it on has been a conspicu- 
ous success, we have never been able to 
do all that we think ought to be done. 
Of-our membership of about 660, 150 are 
members with dues commuted for life, 
and the association has therefore been 
compelled to rely for its income upon 
the dues from its #0 pay members at 
$4 each a year and about $800 a year re- 
ceived as interest, 

This income has been barely sufficient 
to pay the running expenses. We have 
been compelled to economize in the very 
places where we could least afford to 
economize—in the purchase of books and 
magazines. Meanwhile, with a constant- 
ly decreasing membership and income, 
the circulation of books among our 
members and the public has grown im- 
mensely. But there ‘have been constant 
complaints that we did not buy enough 
new books. We shave tried in every pos- 
sible way to devise some plan by which 
our income could be increased, but 
without success. The leqture field, for- 
merly remunerative to us, has been cov- 
ered by the lecture association. A free 
public library is now become a great 
necessity in Atlanta, and to merge our 


association into such a library is the 
‘only solution left us. 


We must look to 
the municipa] government for the funds 
to maintain such an institution. My own 
opinion, and in expressing it I think I 
voice the unanimous opinion of the board 
of directors, ‘s that we should convey 
our property to the city on condition 
that the city maintain a free public cir- 
culating library. I think the condition 
should also be annexed that the pres- 
ent association should also be allowed 
to retain a share in the management 
upon some equitable basis of selection of 
part of the board of management by the 
city and part by the association. 

Considering the great good to be done, 
I think there are few if any members 
not willing to such an arrangement. 

No time should be lost in officially 
accepting Mr. Carnegie’s offer. I believe 
the sentiment of the people has made 
that a foregone conclusion. The plan 
has already been carefully thought out 
by the committee. Atlanta has never 
before thad the chance to get so much 
for so small an outlay of money, and I 
have been assured by prominent mem- 
bers of the city government that there 
is no doubt of the acceptance of Mr. 
Carnegie’s offer and of the proposition 
the library will make, which I have out- 
lined to you.

Mr. Spalding Gives Reasons Why He | 


Is Opposed to Report of Commit- 
tee on Roads and Bridges. 


Some new questions that have not been 
discussed at the previous hearings of the 
county commissioners on the granting of 
franchises to the Consolidated, will come 
up at the special session of the board this 
morning, The argument over the petition of 
the Consolidated will come up at the spe- 
cial session of the board this morning. The 
argument over the petition of the Consol- 
idated which will take place this morning 
will be very warm. 

The petitions to be presented will be nu- 
merous and voluminous. Those favoring, as 
well as those opposing, the extension of the 
car lines have been circulating petitions 
during the week. It is said that these have 
been generousty signed and the influence 
of them will be considerable in directing 
the votes of the commissioners. 

The newest question which will probably 
be raised, will be that the board of county 
commissioners has no authority to grant 
the franchises. This is the most important 
question that has been brought forward and 
if it is supported by an opinion from County 
Attorney Rosser, on a vote of the board, 
the act establishing. the board of commis- 
sioners will have to be changed before the 
franchises can be obtained. 

It is a question, under the act as it now 
stands, whether the board has the right to 
grant franchises. It is given the right to 
handle, control and direct the use of all 
Public property of the county, and has a 
right. to dispose of, open and close all pub- 
lic roads and bridges. The board was or- 
ganized to supplant the inferior court and 
also thas the authority of that organization. 

It is said that the attorneys for the Con- 
solidated will meet this question and show 
wherein the authority is vested in the board 
to grant franchises. 

It was stated yesterday that Chairman 
Palmer, being a director of the Consoli- 
dated, this vote will be challenged. It will 
be claimed that he is disqualified on this 
account. It is said that if the board was 
established in the place of the inferior court 
and with the same jurisdiction, Judge Pal- 
mer is disqualified, the same as a judge in 
other courts, ‘who is barred from trying a 
case where he is an interested party. 

It is claimed that these reasons, if disre- 
garded by the board, will be grounds for 
an injunction to stop-the Consolidated from 
building alosg the chert road if the fran- 
chises are granted. Mr. Jack Spalding said 


yesterday that the Atlanta Railway Com- |! 


pany will not enjoin the Consolidated from 
building along the chert road if the fran- 
chises are obtained. The injunction will 
probably come from the people living along 
the route, if any such step is taken, 

The liearing this morning is set especially 
for the disposal of the petition of the Con- 
solidated, asking for franchises along the 
chert road. The petition was presented td 
the board a month ago and was referred to 
a committee at the January session of the 
board of county commissioners. 

It has been reported favorably by the 
committee on roads and bridges, but has 
not been adopted by the board. At the ses- 
sion this morning those favoring the fran- 
chises and those opposed to it will appear 
and talk for their interests. 

At the last session of the board, Mr. 
Spalding, representing the Atlanta Raflway 
company, asked that action be postponed. 
He said he wanted time to examine the 
Consolidated’s petition and also the repotts 
of the committee and tell the board about 
it before final action was taken.

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BROYLES 10 HOLD 


FOR THE FULL TERM 


New Recorder Will Not Be Defeated in 
daly. 


UNDERSTANDING WITH COUNCIL 


It Is the Intention To Elect the Same 
Man for Full Term. | 


BROYLES TO RESIGN - PRESENT OFFICE 


The Peculiar Position of the New City 
Judge Has Caused Much Com- 
ment—The Explanation. 


Since the election of Judge Nash R. 
Broyles in the exciting race in council last 
Monday afternoon, there has been much 
speculation as to how long the new in- 
cumbent is to serve and just what arrange- 
ments would be made about the full term of 
two years which begins next July. 

The resignation of Judge Berry from the 
city court before the expiration of his term, 
and the consequent resignation of Judge 
Calhoun before the expiration of his term, 
has necessarily caused the election of Judge 
Broyles to fill an unexpired, instead of a 
full term. Judge Broyles is to begin the 
duties of city recorder in a Httle less than 
two weeks, and the question naturally 
arises and-has caused much discussion, as 
to whether he will resign his United States 
commissionership for the recordership until 
July only. 

Judge Broyles has as yet not handed in 
his resignation aS commissioner. It is not 
known when he will. He has not decided 
himself. He stated yesterday morning he 
would hold a conference with Judge New- 
man in the next few days, and would con- 
form to the latter’s wishes in the matter. 
If Judge Newman, who appoints a succes 
sor to Commissioner Broyles, desires the 
latter to resign at once, he will do so. 

The position of Judge Calhoun, who also 
fills the unexpired term of Judge Berry, is 
different from that of Judge SBroyles’s. 
Judge Calhoun not only has the appoint- 
ment from the governor for the unexpired 
term, but for the full term also. This 
makes him perfectly safe. 

With Judge Broyles, however, from the 
outside, it would seem that any candidate 
has the right to run against him when the 
unexpired term is out. Under the law any 
man has the right to announce himself a 
candidate for the position, but he would 
never be elected unless there is a decided 
change in the political situation between 
now and next July. 

This is the situation: 

It was expressly agreed by the council 
men, before the elegtion last Monday, that 
the victor should be\elected for the full 
term as well as for the unexpired term. It 
was on this condition that Judge Broyles 
ran for the office, and that he accepted it. 
All the members of council who voted for 
him have assured him that no other candi- 
dates need apply at the July election. 
Judge Broyles therefore is a fixture for al- 
most two years and a half. 

When seen yesterday, relative to the mat- 
ter, Judge Broyles said: 

‘That is a point that has been fully con- 
sidered. I have the full assurances of every 
councilmen who voted for me that I will be 
re-elected in July for the full term. With 
that promise confronting me, I shall have 
no hesitancy in resigning my commissioner- 
ship in case Judge Newman desires it.

There is no provision in the 
report as to paying taxpayers for the chert 
paving that has been placed on the road 
at a cost of about $5,000 per mile. If the 
commissioners proceed to give away the 
property of the county in this way they 
will have to answer for it to the people.

Habersham Stiles, Son of. Dr..C, A. Stiles, Met'a Terrible’ Death 
at an Early Hour Yesterday Morning,

HIS NURSE DESERTED HIM 


Charred Body Found in Burning Buitding 
by the Firemen, 


CORONER'S JURY BLAMES HO. ON 


Claimed That Young Man’s Nervous 
Condition Made It Necessary To 
Have Him Kept Isolated and 
Quiet—Testimony Be- 
fore the Jury. 


Habersham Stiles, the son of Dr. Clifford 
A. Stiles was burned to death in a small 
frame house on Woodwdrd avenue, bes 
tween King and Martin streets yesterday 
morning about 6 o’clock. The victim of 
the flames was a physical wreck, a bed- 
ridden invalid, and he was alone in the 
house when it caught fire at the early 
morning hour, How the fire originated 
and in what manner the tragedy occurred 
can only be surmised. 

The fire department 
policeman discovering the flames, and when 
the scene was reache@ Fireman J. L. Alsa- 
brook found the charred remains of a man 
lying upon the thaif-burned floor of one 
of the two rooms of the dwelling. There 
were some wire springs and pieces of char- 
red wood as evidence that the dead man 
had been lying upon some sort of a bed. 

It was ascertained that the dead man 
was the son of Dr. Stiles and the doctor 
was notified at once. The body was con- 
veyed to Barclay & Brandon, funeral di- 
rectors, where the coroner held an inquest. 

The reason given for the young maz, ill 
and helpless as he was, being left alone at 
night in the house was that he was suffer- 
ing from the most violent nervous pros- 
tration and had to be kept in a quiet place 
to prevent a frequent recurrence of con- 
vulsions; that a smail boy had been hired 
to remain with him at night and the nurse 
had deserted his post of duty, On the night 
_ of the tragedy, se it was stated, Dr, Stiles 


was called out, a 


was with his son and left at 12 o'clock, | 


after seeing that he was made as comfort- 
able as possible and that the boy was there 
and in bed. After the doctor left the boy 
nurse also departed, leaving young Stiles 
alone, There was a fire in the open grate. 
Some time shortly before 5 o’clock the fire 
in the grate ignited the bed clothing and 
this set the building on fire. This is about 
the only plausible theory that can be given. 

Alone in the little room, young Stiles saw 
the flames flare up about his couch. He 
was unable to move and he lay there, 
doubtless, like a martyr at the stake, while 
the flames crept about and around him. 
They scorched his face and hands, and 
then wrapped over him to bring the suffer- 
ing and torture that only death at last 
would end. He may have cried out in his 
anguish an@ despair, but if he did there 
Was none to heer his calls for help. 

Inquest by the Coroner. 

Yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock the cor- 
oner empannelled a jury and an inquest 
was held. 3 

Fireman Alsabrook ‘stated that he had 
found the charred body of the deceased 
upon the floor of the house which was 
burning when the fire department reached 
the scene, There appeared to have been 
no fire in the grate, but that may have 
burned out by the firing of the building. 
There were some remnants of a bed near 
the fireplace. The house was a small affair 
in bad repair. 

Leo Gibson, the little boy who had been 
employed by Dr. Stiles to stay at night 
with the afflicted young man, said he Jeft 
the house about half past 12 o’clock because 
it was too cold... He saw that Mr. Stiles 
was covered up and resting quietly. Dr. 
Stiles had taken witness there about 10 
o'clock that night. There was a very little 
coal With which to keep a good fire going. 
Before he left Dr. Siiles had Mr. Stiles’s 
bed drawn closer to the fire to keep him 
“warm, as the nicht was very cold. 

The Doctor a Kind Father. 

Dr. John A. Barnes testified that he had 
practiced in Dr. Stiles’s family for several 
years. Habersham Stiles had been twice 
injured from falls from horses, and the 
hurt to his spine ha@ left him fearfully 
nervous. ._He was so nervous that the 
slightest noi®e would throw him into con- 
vuisions. When a boy Habersham had 
stuck a nail in his foot and this had shat- 
tered his nervous system. it was for the 
g00d of the young man that he was placed 
in a house to himse}y. 

Colonel William T. Moyers stated that he 
knew that Dr, Stiles had been a most lov- 
ing father and had spent a fortune trying 
to restore his son to hear ‘

“I have watched over my son

| years, always trying and ever hoping that 
he would recover. Lately he became worse 
and he was so excessively nervous that he 
could not bear for any one to walk across 
the room he was in, I placed him with 
a friend whose home was quiet, as a house 
was being built close to where I live. Ile 
could not remain at the place I secured 
for him, and I had to get a house where 
he could be-all by himse'f. I saw nee 
constantly, and the night before the acci- 
dent I remained al] night with him. I was 
with him last night unti} 12 o’clock and 
when I Jeft I saw that there Was a good 
fire in the room. I pulled the covering 
about him and also warmly covered the 
boy, Leo Gibson, who I see, Says he was 
cold. I knew my son was safe as possible 
witth the lad. Why the boy deserted him 
without letting me know, I cannot say. He 
probably thought he would never be found 
out. I provided a good single bed for 
my son and a lounge for the nurse.”’ 
| “No One Was To Blame.” 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was that 
the deceased came to his death from acci- 
dental burning and that no one was ito 
blame for the accident. 

Though only twenty-one years of age, 
Habersham Stiles was married three years 
ago to Miss Annie Wedder. At that time 
his health had improved a little. His old 
nervous troubles returned and he and his 
wife separated temporarily. 

Dr. Stiles resides at the corner of Fair 
street and Capitol avenue. He has lived in 
Atlanta many vears. He came to Atlanta 
from south Georgia. 

The body of the unfortunate young man 
will be placed in a receiving vault for a 
week, when it will be taken to Savannah 
for interment.

Financial Matters of Department Were 
Fully Discussed—President Mil- 
ler Says Outlook for the Year 
Is Encouraging—What 
the Meeting Did. 


The salaries of the officers and employees 
of the sanitary department will remain 
unchanged this year. The cut which it 
was expected would be necessary on ac- 
count of the reduced appropriation will not 
be made, at present at least. 

At a meeting of the finance committee of 
the board of health yesterday afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock the matter of the expenses 
of the sanitary department for the year 
was fully discussed, and at that time it 
was decided that the work of the depart- 
ment could be conducted under the reduced 
appropriation without the necessity of cut- 
ting any salaries. 

In order to meet the reduced appropria- 
tion, the crematory at the dumping grounds 
which was formerly used will be abandon- 
ed and the crematory in the eenter of the 
city will be used. The discontinuance of 
the use of the old crematory does away 
with twelve men, all of whom, except two, 
are laborers. | 

The meeting Of the finance committee 
Was an executive one, and no. one with the 
exception of the members, the ,mayor and 
Chief Lowry was present. The affairs of 
the department were discussed at length 
and the appropriation sheet arranged so 
as to provide for the payment of the same 
salaries that were paid last year. 

It has beer fully expected that a cut 
would be made in all the salaries in order 
to meet the new condition, and when it 
Was announced yesterday that no change 
would be made, there was considerable re- 
‘joicing in the sanitary department. 

Where there were six flushers last year 
there will be four this year. Where there 
were twenty-four night men there are 
twenty. Instead of twenty drivers of night 
wagons there are sixteen. Instead of 
twenty helpers on night wagons there are 
sixteen. 

The original apportionment sheet as ar- 
ranged for the department called for $104,- 
241.0. The appropriation for the year, how- 
ever, amounts to only $100,000. From this 
is deducted $2,500 for coal and coke at the 
old crematory, $935 the salaries of two 
furnace men, $939 the salaries of three 
laborers, a total of $4,378, making the ex- 
penses of the department $99,363.20. This 
leaves over $100 which can be used to make 
up for any uniooked for expense that may 
occur. 

In the original apportionment sheet that 
was presented to the finance committee of 
the board was $30 for Dr. Oldmstead’s 
yellow fever bill, but this was omitted when 
the sheet was completed by the committee. 
It is probable that council will be asked 
to make an appropriation for the payment 
of this bill. 

President Miller, of the board, in speak- 
ing of the arrangement made for conduct- 
ing the department under the reduced ap- 
propriation, said: 

“I feel satisfied that by the use of the new 
crematory we will be able to do as good 
work with the reduced appropriation as we 
did formerly. The indications are that no 
changes will be made in any salaries. If a 
cut becomes necessary it will not be until 
later in the year. I consider the outlook 
for the department very favorable.”

This is exactly in line with the position of 
some of the leading roads north of the Ohio. 
It will be remembered that in December 
last the receivers of the Baltimore and 
Ohio wrote an open letter to the interstate 
commerce commissien stating that they had 
determined to furnish evidence to that body

might discover among their competitors or 
connections. The management of the Big 
Four followed suit with a similar letter 
and at a conference of the executive officers 
of the trunk lines it was decided to abso- 
lutely maintain rates. So far the effect 
of the Baltimore and Ohio's avowed policy 
of the Baitimore and Ohio's avowed policy, 
with the influence of the presidents of the 
larger companies, has certainly produced 
good results in the north.

THE DEAL HAS BEEN CLOSED 


Plans for New Structure Are Now Under 
Consideration, 


ARCHITECTS TO SUBMIT DRAWINGS 


Lot Is Excellent One for the Purpose 
and It Is the Intention of the 
Congregation To Erect 
a Handsome Build- 
ing. 


The congregation of the Ninth Presbyte- 
rian churdh has purchased the lot at the 
corner of Peachtree street and North ave- 
nue and will build as soon as definite plans 
have been arranged regarding the proposed 
edifice. The deal was closed Tuesday morn- 
ing and the price paid for the lot was $18,000. 

The lot, which was purdhased from Mr. 
E. R. DuBose, is a large one and well 
suited for the purpose for which it was 
bought. It has a frontage of 100 feet on 
Peachtree street and is 150 feet in depth. 

At present “he lot is occupied by the 
residence of Mr. E. R. DuBose, which will 
remain until the plans regarding the new 
structure have been perfected. The maiter 
is now in the thands of a committee con- 
sisting of the pastor, Rev. Orme Flynn, 
and sixteen members of the congregation. 

Several architects have been requested 
to submit drawings to this committee, and 
it is understood that one of two plans al- 
ready discussed will be followed. The first 
is that a temporary structure for the use 
of ghurch and Sunday school be erected at 
the rear of the jot.

2 points to a decline of 2 points on the later 
positions, an easier feeling prevailed for a 
time. Liquidation of certain long interests 
followed weaker advices from the stock ex- 
change and the produce exchange. It was 
reported that some Wall street accounts in 
cotton were being sold out, and that cer- 
tain grain people, also interested in cotton, 
were unloading, noi liking the looks of 
these cables and fearing that the market 
had been overbought. The shorts picked 
up a little courage and sold, but all hands 
seemed uneasy after the market had made 
a net loss of 3@5 points and the final phases 
of the local situation indicated a nervous 
mood on the part of bulls and bears alike, 
Owing to very bad weather reports from 
every section of the cotton belt, tending to 
show that field work of any kind was im- 
possible and indicating the destruction of 
whatever might remain of unpicked cotton. 
In addition to this, advices from southern 
Spot markets were of a favorable character, 
as were aiso the later advices from spinners 
and cotton cloth markets, while port re- 
ceipts, as well as the interior receipts, were 
light. Advices along this line were strongly 
bullish, it being claimed that for the re- 
mainder of the season the movement would 
develop the fact that the proportion of the 
cotton already marketed to the total crop 
had been unusually rapid. Good parties 
had advices to this effect, and the under- 
tone of the local market was by no means 
weak and some parties, already heavy long, 
took advantage of today’s set back by in- 
creasing their lines of cotton. :

During Forenoon Practically the Entire 
List Was Extremely Weak. 


LAND BOUGHT AND SOLD 


All Commission Houses Had Realizing 
Orders at Opening—Recovered 
Sharply in Afternoon. 


New York. February 
closed strong with most stocks ruling 
above yesterday’s closing, although fur the 
greater part or the forenoon’s session ex- 
treme weakness prevailed in practicaily wne 
entire list, partly the result of the impetus 
of yesterday’s decline. London bougft and 
sold alternately and on balance sola about 
20,000 shares, the carrying rates there in- 
dicating a fair supply of stock. Practically 
all the local commission houses had realiz- 
ing orders at the opening, a large part of 
winich gales were apparently due to exhaust- 
ed margins. Many stop ioss orders were 
caught. On the decline a general level 
was reached of a point and over in the 
railways and in some of the specialties from 
2 to 3 points below yesterday. There was 
‘a decline of about 4 points in Great North- 
ern preferréd, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis and National Biscuit, 
while Sugar and American Steel were down 
3 points each. Monetary conditions re- 
main easier and there was no important 
news except Aguinaldo’s request for a sus- 
pension of hostilities, to which was attrib- 
uted some improvement in American stocks 
in the London market.

FIRMER MONEY EXPECTED. 


Should Be Hardening Tendency Till 
‘About Middle of April. 


From The New York Commercial. 

“There should be a hardening tendency 
to money from now until about the mid- 
die of April,” says Mr. Russell Sage. “If 
there are a new set of conditions at that 
time there will, of course, be another 
change. An the first day of April annually 
there are hundreds of millions of dollars 
necessary to meet settlements by farmers, 
merchants and others in New England and 
the middle states in particular. From now 
on there should be a steadv demand to meet 
these payments. Whiie the banks of the 
west -are well supplied with funds, their 
balances are largely carried in New York, 
and there should be decreasing reserves in 
New York. 

“I should gay that about $500,000 is now 
lent on stocks, The bulk of this, of course. 
remains in New York. he money for the 
April settlements, however, will leave this 
market, and only gradually work back. 
Then, we must take into consideration the 
general condition of values: A year ago in- 
vestors declined to buy property at less 
than half of what they are now paving for 
it. This illustrates the caprice of judgment. 
Take Rock Isiand, for instance. It sold 
under 50 about a year ago, and it was just 
as sound as a business proposition then as 
it is now. What the outcome will be ean- 
not now be said, but ‘t is reasonable to 
suppose that a crash in values will come. 
and there must be a new level to work 
from. This will also tend to make money 
more active.’’

COMPANIES TG SUBMIT EVIDENCE THEN 


Attorneys for Both Companies Accom- 
panied the Arbitration Board Dur- 
ing Their Inspection. 


The condemnation proceedings in the case 
of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company against the Atlanta Street Rail- 
way Company for the use of the Consoli- 
dated’s tracks and the right of way to the 
new Mitchell street viaduct, were begun 
yesterday when the arbitrators met and 
examined the premises. 

The arbitrators in the case are Messrs. 
Walter H. Harrison, Forrest Adair and W. 
T. D. Wilson and they wil] decide what 
amount shall be paid to the Consolidated by 
the Atlanta company for the use of its 
tracks. 

The first meeting of the arbitrators was 
held yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock 
and accompanied by Messrs. King & Spald- 
ing, representing the Atlanta company, 
and John B. Goodwin, representing the 
Consolidated, they visited the premises. A 
careful examination of the tracks of the 
two companies was made and the situation 
looked into. 

At the conclusion of the examination the 
arbitrators adjourned to meet again Feb- 
ruary 18th, at which time evidence will be 
heard from both the street railway compa- 
nies and each of them will be allowed to 
make a complete’ showing. The hearing 
will be an interesting one and arguments 
will be made by both sides. 

The arkitrators were appointed as the re- 
sult of the action of the city council ir 
granting the Atlanta Kailway Company the 
privilege of using the Mitchell street tracks 
of the Consolidated for one block in order 
to cross the viaduct and for another block 
in order to make new extensions of its 
lines. In granting the franchises the city 
provided that should the two companies be 
unable to agree upon the amount to be paid 
to the Consolidated for the use of its tracks 
arbitrators should be appointed and both 
companies should abide by their decision.

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ODDS AND ENDS OF NEWS 


AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The well known case of the state raliroad 
commission against the Southern Express 
Company, in which the latter is making 
an effort to avoid the payment of revcnue 
stamps, comes up for trial before the fed- 
eral court in Augusta tomorrow morning. 
The case will be argued before Judge Em- 
ory Speer, and the express company will 
make a determined effort to show that 
packages delivered by them are not subject 
to the revenue tax. 

The express company will be represented 
at the hearing tomorrow by Attorneys 
Frank H. Miller, of Augusta, and F. G. 
duBignon, of Savannah, and the state rail- 
road commission will be represented by 
Attorney General Terrell. 

A large party of Atlantians interested 
in the case, including members of the com- 
mission and Colonel Terrell and Mr. du- 
Bignon, will leave for Augusta this after- 
noon to be present at the hearing of the 
case. It is claimed by the Southern Ex- 
press Company that the order of the state 
railroad commission requiring the company 
to pay revenue stamps on Georgia business 
will cost the company something like $42, 
annually. The tax is a state impost and 
the revenue accruing to the state from this 
source alone will amount to a large fortune 
in the end. The express company in order 
to avoid the payment of this tax will make 
a ‘hard fight before the federal court, and 
the decision of Judge Speer in the case will 
be awaited with interest. 


The acts passed by the last session of the 
present legislature are now in the hands of 
the printers and binders and will be com- 


pleted and ready for inspection at the cap- 
itol by February 25th. A large number of 
calls ‘have come in from every part of the 
state regarding the acts of the last session 
and the work of the publishers has been 
hurried in order to have them ready as 
soon as possible. 


The presence of smallpox has been de- 
tected in the counties of Dooly and Coweta 


in the last forty-eight hours and Gover- 
nor Candler has been called upon ty the 
county authgrities to furnish vaccine points 
at the earliest possible moment, 

Upon receiving the news from Coweta 
and Dooly, Governor Candler at once di- 
rected Captain Wurtembaker, of the United 
States marine hospital, to proceed to the 
former county and assist the. authorities 
In the management of the disease. 

Captain Wurtembaxker reported to Gover- 
nor Candler for duty in compliance with 
the surgeon general’s order some days «go 


and has been busy visiting localities in- 
fected with smallpox in neighboring coun- 
ties. He reported to Governor Candler that 
he had located a large number of cases 
in the lower part of DeKalb county, the 
majority of which were taken for some- 
thing else upon the diagnosis of the local 
physicians. 

Considerable good has already resulted 
from the visits of Captain Wurtembaker 
and Governor Candler is satisfied that with 
his assistance the county authorities will 
be able to check in a very short time what 
progress the disease has made. 

The reports from Dooly and Coweta are 
encouraging and it is known that tthe au- 
thorities have the disease under control. 


The statement that quicksilver has been 
located at Grant Park in a natural state, 
which continues to come before the public, 
is regarded with symptoms of amusement 
by officials of the state geological depart- 
ment. 

Should Grant park turn out to be a quick- 
silver mine, it will probably be the first 
time in the history of the world that the 
elusive metal has been found under such 
geologic conditions as are presented there. 

The fact of the matter seems to be upon 
investigation by the geological survey tnat 
the place where mercury was found at the 
park was practically a sink in which mer- 
cury had flowed from gutters and lodged 


in the coarse clay a few inches below the | 


surface. 

It is stated by the geologist that perhaps 
a pound ‘of the metal has been taken up 
in this way, and at the regular price of 
quicksilver, which is 65 cents a pound, the 
owner of the mine, should some one be led 
to buy, would more than likely agree that 
he had a gold brick on his hands after 
concluding the purchase. 
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Governor Candler yesterday morning cf- 
fered a reward of $100 for the capture and 
return of the suspected murderers of Marsh- 


al E. J. Ozborn, of Chauncey, Ga. The 
authorities of Dodge county located the two 
negroes, William Wilson and Henry Wil- 
liams, charged with the murder a day ar 
two ago, but the men have escaped and 
have since eluded the vigilance of the of- 
ficers. 

The murder of Marshal Ozborn was com- 
mitted on January 3lst at Chauncey, and 
the citizens of that hall are determined to 
bring the two men to justice. The reward 
was doubled by Governor Candler in his 
desire to see the suspected murderers again 
lodged in jail. 

The governor also offered a reward yester- 
day for the arrest of John Ham and Tom 
Garrett, of Macon county, who are « harged 
withh the murder of William Elliott in that 
county a year ago yesterday, having es- 
caped from prison and since remained at 
large.

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Washington, February 8.—Weather condli- 
tions and general forecast: 

The southern storm thas moved rapidly 
along the coast with increased enerey, and 
is central tonight off the northeastern 
Maine coast. The rain in the Atlantic and 
the snow in the middie Atlantic states has 
been succeeded by clear and much colder 
weather. Generally clear weather with 
falling temperature also prevails from the 
lower iake region eastward to the coast 
except in northern New England, where it 
is still snowing.
